what the demands of the immediate 
future will be. 


Only the other day, so to speak, 


electricity was considered man's most 
precious gift because il gave him 
Light. But of electricity merely to fur- 
nish men with Light, Arkansas has 
plenty. . . . Today, however, electric 
demands arc measured in terms of 
Power rather than Light—and Power 
magnifies Ihe demand enormously. 


It is probable that Arkansas has suf- 


ficient 
electrical 
capacity for 
her 


present collection of small industries 
—but il i.s equally probable that she 
has nothing like enough power to take 
care of a major industrial expansion. 
I say thai because only 19 years ago 
our state didn't have one intcrcon- 
ncclccl power system. And the growth 
of power plants since then has been 
obviously for the purpose of taking 
care of industry already here—rather 
than speculating on industry still to 
come. 


But today we are in an era of swift 


and 
vast 
change. 
Aluminum, 
for 


which we have always produced Ihe 
raw ore, is jusl one example of nn 
industry that now mny move bodily 
to the state lhal produces Ihe raw ma- 
terial—if power can be made avail- 
able. 


I know another example. Back in 


1926 I was with a party of Arkansas 
Business men who toured the indus- 
trial region of the Piedmont country 
At High Point, N. C., which styles 
itself '"the furniture capital of the 
South," I saw huge shipments of 
Arkansas gum piled on the rail- 
road platform. Arkansas lumber had 
been, hauled to North Carolina to be 
made into furniture 
with Carolina 


labor and shipped back lo Arkansas 
tor sale. 


You know what makes a state pros- 


perous—H is the business of holding 
her raw materials here and turning 
them into finished goods with local 
labor. There's no profit lo home folks 
in simply marketing raw materials. 


But the great factor in stimulating 


new industry here must be a vast new 
reservoir of electric power. And to that 
end, all of us should encourage every 
agency—whether public or private—

It may sound ridiculous at first lo 


suggest thai Americans owe to their 
country a duty to take care of them- 
selves. But it is so. 


Certainly a man ought to try lo

of himself and his family, for every 
compelling and personal reason. 


Yet we know that they do not. The 


nounting loll of aulo and other ac- 
cident deaths is proof positive that 
lisrcgard of human life is by no 
nouns confined lo war. We moderns 
'end lo regard human life lightly. 


Thai tendency must be resisted. Hu- 


nan life is precious. It is true that 
t is horrible to pour it oul on Ihc 
illar of Hie war god. Why must this 
>c done? Because man seems not yet 
o have found a way to avoid it. 
The annual toll of accidents is, how- 
ver, another matter. Here the way to 
void it is clear. Care and thought are 
11 that are required. Nobody thinks 
t good or necessary that life should 
ic crushed out of human bodies in 
he smoking wrecks of automobiles 
''• the sudden shock of industrial ac- 
idcnts. The way to avoid them is 
tear. The way to avert the toll of war 
s not yet clear. 


Fo now every citizen owes a double 
Uigation to be careful. He always 
avcd an obligation to himself and 'to 
thers near to him. Now he owes an 
dditional obligalion to his fellow- 
Americans. The hand stretching stiff- 
,' oul of Ihc wreck of an automobile 
lakes no shells, assembles no bomb- 
r.s. We cannot spare our skill, our 
|>irit, our lives.

Germans Lost 


Ambassador As- 
serts Both Sides 
Lose Heavily 


LONDON (IP)- Tlirce million Ger- 


mans—one third of the Nazi army- 
has been killed, wounded or missing 
after three months of war with Rus- 
sia, the Soviet Ambassador Ivan Mais- 
ky, said Tuesday in an address be- 
fore the American Chamber of Com- 
merce.
